The lowest was 
442 in 1960. 


The toll was recorded during 


Wednes- 
day, untfl midnight Sunday. 


The National Safety Council 


did not estimate a toll in ad- 
vance of the holiday. Officials 
said Thanksgiving is a family 
'holiday and highway travel is 
about the same as a non-holi- 
day weekend at this time of 
year.

U. S. Supreme Court Issues 
Decision in Florida Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court decided today 
state courts may enforce state 
bans on agency shop labor con- 
tracts. 


Justice Douglas delivered the 


8-0 decision.

Justice Goldberg, former sec- 


retary of labor, took no part 


Workers under agency shop 


contracts do not have to become 
union members but must pay 
the equivalent of dues and fees 
which members pay. 


Florida Case 


Douglas said that in the case 


ruled on today, the Florida Su- 
preme Court had held that a ne- 
gotiated union-security agree- 
ment violated the right to work 
provision of the Florida Consti- 
tution, and that state courts 
have jurisdiction to provide a 
remedy. 


"We agree with that view," 


said Douglas. 


The Supreme Court on J u n e 


3, 1963, ruled that agency shop 
contracts are permissible under 
federal law, but said they may 
be prohibited by state law. The 
same day the high tribunal up- 
held the Florida Supreme Court 
in its findings that the agency 
shop violates the state's right- 
to-work law.

new suit. But if you were enthu- 
siastic about everybody being 
alike and about everybody being 
lifted, en masse, to a better 
plane of existence, and were not 
fussy about the time it took, you 
might go along with the idea. 


Twenty-seven years ago I was 


a correspondent in Moscow. 
Subsequent events took me to 
various other parts of the world. 
Only now have I had the oppor- 
tunity to go back. 


A city that in my time 


claimed two million people has 
six million today. Very wide 
avenues, straight" as a die. cut 
through it, and five bridges 
span the broad river where 
there were next to none before. 
Apartment houses, all exactly 
the same but nevertheless large, 
cover a vast area on the out- 
skirts .that formerly was a 
dump. 


City Grown 


Moscow has spread as it has 


grown in population. A furious 
building enterprise is going on. 
People stffl wait for the chance 
to get proper living quarters. 
Proper means small rooms and 
not many,, but there is good 
heat, there is plumbing and for 
many people it is more than 
they have had in the past 


Moscow is drab, and the peo- 


ple, from our point of view, 
dress drably. There is no ele- 
gance, no froth. But they, ap- 
pear to be comfortably clad, 
and they appear,-en masse, to 
be not unhappy with the circum- 
stances. 


You can compare Russia only 


to its past You cannot compare 
it to the Western world. Our 
ways of life are totally differ- 
ent, and that is not wholly a 
matter of the revolution. 


Air of Fear 


Twenty-seven years ago an 


air of fear cloaked Moscow and 
other parts of the Soviet Union. 
That now has been much re- 
lieved. It still is not easy to mix 
freely, but let us remember 
characteristics of a people as 
well as those of a state. Sus- 
picion, mystery, intrigue always 
were there. 
Russians 
drink 


heavily and sometimes are gay, 
but Russians in toto are a grim 
rather than a frivolous people. 


There is the same old miisti- 


ness in Moscow that was there 
27 years ago. It is an indoor 
phenomenon, but it gets into 
your clothes and you feel you 
are carrying it about with you. 
It comes from a combination of 
smoke, lack of fresh air and 
crowded living. It is not a po- 
litical thing. 


Same Hotels 


Westerners who visit Moscow 


are put up in the same hotels 
used 27 years ago. If any 
change of paint, polish or car- 
peting has taken place in that 
time, the artisans were expert 
at keeping alive old traditions. 


Traffic is extremely light 


compared to that in Western 
cities. Parking is no problem. 


There are two channel? of tel- 


evision. One may be showing a 
play, an opera or ballet, the 
other a circus or sports, and 
there is plenty of politics. By- 
politics I mean that of the state. 
There are no sweet lovelies and 
there is no frivolity. 


Twenty-seven years ago one 


would hesitate even to approach 
the gates of the Kremlin. Now 
people go in and out without 
even a check. Tours, with 
guides, go in to see the elab- 
orate churches and the magnifi- 
cent museum.

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Can We learn From Chicago or Detroit? 


Sociologists say the movement of indus- 


try toward the Fox Valley from the south- 
east is inevitable. Just as inevitable, they 
say, is the following migration of what they 
call "minority groups" and "non-whites." 
Generally they are speaking of Negroes. 


In an area like this where the Negro 


population has always been at a minimum. 
the idea of a sizeable immigration of col- 
ored people may be somewhat frightening. 


Life Magazine recently documented the 


Negro problem in a number of large 
northern cities in stark and realistic terms. 
The Negro population of cities like Chicago 
and New York has been increasing at a 
much faster rate than anywhere in the 
south. This population has been concen- 
trated in the core areas of these cities, 
from which it has spread. In the meantime 
•white families have been moving to the 
suburbs. 


Life also referred to what it called the 


"hour-glass" aspect of the problem. While 
a minority of Negroes have achieved and 
are achieving middle class status, the vast 
majority in the low income class is going 
downhill in an economic, educational and 
social sense. As industry requires more 


skilled hands, unemployment in this group 
increases. The lot «f the Negro ia the 
lowest economic strata constantly worsens. 


Given the probability then, of an in- 


crease in the Negro population in cities in 
this area, what lessons can we le*rn from 
Chicago and Detroit? 


'Dr. Gilbert James, sociologist, ztaearch- 


er, teacher and member of the University 
of Wisconsin's Fox Valley Urban team, 
addressed a civic leaders' conference at the 
Fox Valley Center recently and offered a 
solution that is the most palatable we have 
heard yet. 


It is a six-point program which, basic- 


ally, calls for equal rights to compete in 
education, business, employment and hous- 
ing. Strict housing regulations are a main 
consideration. 


We are not sure Dr. James' proposal is. 


as it stands, as good or complete as it could 
be. Some changes, additions or deletions 
might help. 


But Dr. James, in his address, added. 


"I hope you will kick this idea around and 
argue about it. I'll feel I have accom- 
plished something if I don't do anything 
but rub your noses in the potential prob- 
lem." 


Government Housekeeping 


Before President Kennedy's 
death, 


Senator Majority Leader Mike Mansfield 
prepared an 11,000-word statement defend- 
ing the record of the 88th Congress against 
the label of critics as a "do-nothing" Con- 
gress. But after general remarks about the 
manner in which the session has done its 
business, he included a criticism of his 
own. 


"The most serious (criticism) in my 


judgment, has to do with the day to day 
financial housekeeping of the 
govern- 


ment," he said. "We have got to face the 
fact that if we are going to have an orderly 
fiscal administration of this government 
we cannot long continue with the practice 
of raising every few months, as a ritual, the 
legal debt ceiling. Nor can we expect a 


rational administration of the vast and far- 
flung activities of the executive branch of 
this government if the basic appropriation 
bilk do not become law until months after 


' the fiscal year begins." 


So far the Congress has passed only 


four of the twelve regular appropriation 
bills for the current fiscal year which be- 
gan July l, 1963. 


The issue raised by Mansfield will not 


evoke emotional response around the 
country. But it is basic and fundamental 
and vital. 


With President Johnson taking over the

The Death ofAldous Huxley 


One of the deaths overlooked during 


the days of national mourning was that of 


• Aldous Huxley, surely one of the most 


prolific aad thoughtful writers of our age. 


Huxley came of a famous family. His 


grandfather was Thomas Henry Huxley of 
evolutionary reknewn and a great-uncle 
was Mathew Arnold. His brother, Sir 
Julian, is known both for his biological 
research and his firm atheistic convictions. 
A half-brother, Andrew, won this year's 
Nobel Prize for physiology. 


Aldous Huxley many times remarked 


that the great sorrow in his life was his 
Inability to probe into scientific research. 
An eye infection as a youth so impaired 
his eyesight that his studies in medicine 
were cut short His health was never good. 
Much of his delving into the mysteries of 
life and the eternal had to be done through 
the «:yes of others. But he did graduate 
from Oxford and was of course a tremen- 
dous scholar despite his physical handi- 
caps. 


His best known popular work was 


Brave New World in which he demon- 
strated in fiction the emptiness of the 
planned society. The novel was not as 
descriptive of the evils of complete social- 
ism as was George Orwell's 1984 but its 
horror was more subtle and perhaps even 
more devastating. 


It is possible that Huxley's infirmities 


led him into investigations of mysticism 
and occult religions. He experimented with 
peyotl, the hallucination producing Mexi- 
can drug used in some Indian religious 
ceremonies. The Perennial Philosophy was 
a classic in the various approaches to 
mysticism. He was also fascinated by ex- 
periments in communal living. 


Some time ago Huxley 
commented 


about a drawing he had seen. "It repre- 
sents an ancient man hobbling along on 
two sticks, and under, in Goya's strong 
beautiful handwriting is a brief captoin. . . 
It means Tm still learning.' If ours were 
still the age of heraldry, those words and 
the accompanying image would be my crest 
and motto. An old codger, rampant, but 
still learning,"'

There is the 
gimmick of mailing out a claim stub which, 
when accompanied by some money, is sup- 
posed to bring the recipient a wonderful 
present There are diluted perfumes and 
small print in contracts which allow no 
returns. 


The best way to guard against such 


schemers is to trade with reputable firms 
especially those known personally to the 
buyer. The fly-by-nights won't be around 
to listen to complaints after Christmas.

The best way to measure 


President Johnson's knowledge 
of foreign policy is to review 
h i s opinions 
on some 
of 


the major 
problems 
of 


the past three 
years. Inevit- £ 
ably, t h e s e 
problems will 
c h a n g e in 
c o m i n g 
months, and 
his own reac- Freedman 
tion to them wfll be different 
as he sees them from the 
lonely perspective of the White 
House. But at least this re- 
view will give us the flavor 
of his mind, the drift of his 
philosophy, the direction of his 
hopes. In this column there 
wfil be a review of his re- 
sponse to various problems in 
Europe, while the next column 
will attempt a similar review 
of Asian affairs. 


President de Gaulle, if he 


wants to break »p NATO or 
to weaken the unity of West- 
ern Europe, will find no ally 
in President Johnson. The firs't 
mission which Vice President 
Johnson undertook for Presi- 
dent Kennedy was to a NATO 
meeting in Paris. President 
Johnson believes very strong- 
ly in the partnership of Ameri- 
ca with Great Britain and all 
of Western Europe. He will op- 
pose any fringe policy that re- 
daces the scope of that part- 
nership, that builds barriers of 
discrimination against Europe, 
that diminishes the cent r a 1 
importance of Western Germa- 
ny in the alliance, and that 
employs nuclear power as a 
calculated threat that carries 
the risk of nuclear war with 
Russia. On all these matters 
President de Gaulle wfll find 
President Johnson a strong de- 
fender of traditional American 
policies. 


Within this context af con- 


tinuity, however, there wfll be 
important differences. 
ADMIRER OF DE GAULLE 


President Johnson has never 


had any doubt about the per- 
sonal greatness of President 
de Gaulle- He honors the 
French leader as a man whose 
distinction makes most of the 
other figures on the world 
stage look like moral pygmies. 
For this reason, if for no oth- 
er, he regrets the note of dog- 
matism and complaint that 
has crept into American com- 
ments on French policy. He 
has long believed that 
the 


United States has made a mis- 
take in allowing the conflict 
over policy to be regarded as 
a dispute between France and 
America. It is really a con- 
flict between France and her 
European partners about the 
future of Western Europe. 


Seen in those terms, the 


controversy no longer becomes 
a confrontation between Presi- 
dent de Gaulle and the White 
House. It allows greater in- 
fluence to'be exerted by the 
European countries t h e m- 
selves in this discussion of 
high policy. Instead of regret- 
ting this development, which 
permits greater European par- 
ticipation. President Johnson 
wfll welcome it 


In addition, ha wfll prefer to 


have American policy in En- 
rope conceived less in terms 
of intellectual first principles 
then of specific practical prob- 
lems. He has never liked po- 
litical dogma, even when it 
wears an American label. Ha 
thinks we should have talked 


much less about a grand 
American design for European 
unity or else we should have 
done much more to achieve it 
All too often we have merely 
irritated our European critics 
without encouraging our Euro- 
pean friends. 


On the question of Ameri- 


can troops in Europe, he has 
always agreed with President 
Kennedy that the troops should 
return home the moment West- 
ern Europe wants them 
to 


leave. But he also thinks 
America should never threaten 
withdrawal in a mood of ir- 
ritation or petulance; 
nor 


should it use the American 
military commitment as 
a 


form of political pressure. 
The exact sixe of that com- 
mitment is open to review at 
different times.^In strictly mi- 
litary terms, there is much to 
be said for Mr. Eisenhower's 
proposal for a large reduction 
in the number of American di- 
visions that will be kept in 
Europe as part of the NATO 
guarantee against aggression. 
There is far less to be said- 
in favor of that proposal when 
its inevitable political and dip- 
lomatic consequences are tak- 
en into account. 


President Johnson has 
a 


long and honorable history on 
the Berlin problem, the most 
important issue in Europ e a n 
security. During the first Ber- 
lin crisis of 1961 he u r g e d 
President Kennedy to be com- 
pletely candid in explaining 
the Soviet threat to congres- 
sional leaders of both parties. 
He advised the President to 
give special attention to t h e 
views of the Republican lead- 
ers. Mr. Johnson told him that 
in all his experience with Con- 
gress he had never known the 
leaders of either party to deal 
with national security in a 
spirit of partisan political ad- 
vantage. His wisdom was soon 
justified. At that conference 
the first man to propose a 
larger defense budget to meet 
the growing danger in Europe 
was Representative 
Charles 


Halleck, the Republican lead- 
er in the House of Representa- 
tives. JUr. Johnson has never 
forgotten this fact. 
FRIEND TO GERMANS 


When President Kennedy 


sent Mr. Johnson to Berlin in 
1961, the least important part 
of this mission was his public 
assurances of American sup- 


He 
his 


port to the divided city, 
carried out that part of 
assignment with a distinction 
which gave him a personal 
triumph; but the really impor- 
tant result of his mission was 
the foundation which it laid 
for closer co - operation be- 
tween the German and Ameri- 
can governments. 


This history is well known 


to Chancellor Erhard 
and 


Mayor Brandt of Berlin. It 
provides a reserve fund of re- 
spect and good wfll on which 
President Johnson can draw in 
his relation with German lead- 
ers. 


President Johnson has never 


believed that the fundamental 
issues which divide Russia and 
the democratic nations can 
be settled by negotiation. That 
does not mean however that 
he is unwilling to give reason 
and diplomacy their full scope 
in trying to reduce the burden 
of fear in world affairs, and 
to join with Russia in every 
measure that, eases world ten- 
sion. For President Johnson 


"the principle has always been 


the test of reciprocity. He is 
ready to march with Russia 
every foot of the way on the 
hard journey to peace, pro- 
vided Russia is not leading us 
to the abyss, and is making 
equivalent concessions at eve- 
ry stage of the diplomatic pro- 
cess. He thinks it is an error 
to be so eager to negotiate 
that our very eagerness 
be- 


comes a barrier to successful 
negotiation. 


Finally, there is reason to 


believe that President John- 
son thinks Mr. Rusk is much 
wiser than other officials in 
Washington in being very cau- 
tious in his estimate of the po- 
tential gains to the United 
States from the Moscow-Peip- 
iig quarrel. He shares 
Mr. 


Rusk's view that many ele- 
ments of the Communist con- 
troversy are 
subject 
to 


change, and that the Ameri- 
can people cannot allow them- 
selves to believe that their 
burdens will be miraculously 
lightened by an incurable con- 
flict inside the Communist 
camp.

One of the deaths overlooked during 


the days of national mourning was that of 


- Aldous Huxley, surely one of the most 


prolific and thoughtful writers of our age. 


Huxley came of a famous family. His 


grandfather was Thomas Henry Huxley of 
evolutionary reknown and a great-uncle 
was Mathew Arnold. His brother, Sir 
Julian, is known both for his biological 
research and his 'firm atheistic convictions. 
A half-brother, Andrew, won this year's 
Nobel Prize for physiology. 


Aldous Huxley many times remarked 


that the great sorrow in his life was his 
inability to probe into scientific research. 
An eye infection as a youth so impaired 
his eyesight that his studies in medicine 
u-ere cut short His health was never good. 
Much of his delving into the mysteries of 
life and the eternal had to be done through 
the i-:yes of others. But he did graduate 
from Oxford and was of course a tremen- 
dous scholar despite his physical handi- 
caps. 


His best known popular work was 


Brave New World in which he demon- 
strated in fiction the emptiness of the 
planned society. The novel was not as 
descriptive of the evils of complete social- 
ism as was George Orwell's 1984 but its 
horror was more subtle and perhaps even 
more devastating. 


It is possible that Huxley's infirmities 


led him into investigations of mysticism 
and occult religions. He experimented with 
peyotl, th* hallucination producing Mexi- 
can drug used in some Indian religious 
ceremonies. The Perennial Philostrphy was 
a classic in the various approaches to 
mysticism. He was also fascinated by ex- 
periments in communal living. 


Some time ago Huxley commented 


about a drawing he had seen. "It repre- 
sents an ancient man hobbling along on 
two sticks, and under, in Goya's strong 
beautiful handwriting is a brief captoin. . . 
It means Tm still learning.' If ours were 
still the age of heraldry, those words and 
the accompanying image would be my crest 
and motto. An old codger, rampant, but 
still learning."'
